The property so trans- 
ferred to immediate. relatives, however, 
is exempt up to $10,000, after which a 
tax of 1 per cent is provided.

At .the conclusion of the 


reading of the charges,' on :being re- 
quested to plead to the specifications, 
he said "Not guilty,"- not .denying, 
.however, that the specifications 
set 


forth correctly part of the language 
used. 


Judge Worthington, Gen. Eagan's 


counsel", said he desired to state briefly 
to the court the substance of Geu. Ea- 
gan's defense. Whatever, he said, the 
court may think of the propriety of the 
language used by Gen. Eagan before 
tihe war investigating committee,.there 
•was ,no .doubt in his (Worthlngton's) 
mind that he was fully protected- in 
using that language by the laws'of the 
land. In addition to this, the presidsnt 
of the United States had instructed the 
war investigating committee . to 
an- 


nounce publicly that witnesses before 
that tribunal would he. given immunity 
for whatever-they might 
testify to. 


This was a solemn promise given by 
the president of the United States, and 
counsel had no doubt that the court 
would find that Gen. Eagan could not 
under these circumstances be held to 
answer to a military court-martial. for 
his language. 
' . 


Maj. S. C. Mills was called to testify 


on behalf of the government. He said 
he was the recorder of the war inves- 
tigating commission, and was present 
and heard Gen. Eagan's testimony be- 
fore the commission. The manner of 
Gen. Eagan in giving'his testimony, he' 
said, was that of a man laboring under 
great excitement, but trying to control 
his excitement. 


Maj.-Gen. McCook, retired, a mem-, 


ber of the war investigating commis- 
sion, was the next witness. He waa 
present and heard a part of Gen. Ea- 
gan's testimony before the commission. 
"The impression I-had," he said, "was 
that Gen. Eagan must be laboring-un- 
der great nervous excitement."

Such parts need ' more atten- 
tion while cooking,' : however, ; yet the 
many tempting dishes ; that may be 
made from them more than repay for 
all extra trouble. The average house- 
wife may hot know it, but nevertheless 
it is a fact, that butchers who are 
daily and hourly handling all kinds of 
cuts of beef almost invariably choose. 
for their own consumption flank steak. 
They say it is more savory and just 'as 
tender as tenderloin, which cuts the 
butcher seldom eats.: The flank steak 
Is. situated between the /inside and out- 
side layers of 
creamy-colored fat in 


the flank, and when taken from well- 
fed stock is. excellent. It costs at the 
market: butv half as much, as porter- 
house or sirloin; ,An old butcher once 
told me that the best piece qf meat In 
the bullock for making a dish of boiled 
beef is the 
close-grained .top piece 


over the shoulder blade. Meat adhering 
to the ribs makes much more satisfac- 
tory steak than the so-called sirloin, 
and costs but little. This piece may

Edward A. Kimball, of Chicago, Deliv- 


ered An Address That Closely Held 
the Attention of Those Present- 
Was Once a Resident of Beloit and 
a Prominent Manufacturer. 


Am audience that comfortably filled 


Columbia hall, listened, last night, to a 
lecture by Edward A. Kimball, C. S. B., 
of Chicago, the authorized lecturer for 
this part of the country on some phases 
of Christian Science. . He was. intro- 
duced by 'M. P. Bichardson, who stated 
that'Christian Science, now thirty-three 
years 6ld, had become an established re- 
ligion in this councry. 


Mr. Kimball opened his lecture by 


stating that the subject was too vast to 
cover in a single lecture or to even go 
into the technicalities oi some phases of 
it, but that he would, in a general way, 
refute some of the false statements that 
have been made concerning it, and state 
someting as to the healing of the sick 
by its means. He then .showed that the 
Christian Scientists believe in the divin- 
ity of Jesus Christ, and brought out 
very plainly theabsurdity of denouncing 
the' Scientists for healing the sick, when 
every religion taught to preach the gos- 
pel and Jesus, who has commanded the 
preaching of the gospel,was as emphatic 
in His declaration that they should heal 
the sick. 


The lecturer gave some pointed illus- 


trations of the power of mind over mat- 
ter, showing that the cause of disease 
was in the mental state and not in the 
physical. 
Ho stated that the history of 


medicine itself showed that it was a sci- 
ence of guessing, and that all medicines 
in time ceased to produce a beneficial 
effect. 
Christian Science claimed and 


proved by tho'se "laealed that it not only 
was a system of healing and equal to 
medicine, but that it had healed a large 
number of diseases which were univers- 
ally'pronounced incurableby the medical 
profession. 


Mr. Kimball was exceedingly logical 


and clear in the statements and asked 
nobody' to believe except what their rea- 
son would admit to be true. They be-

sant, and repeatedly: he spent whole 
nights at the S.tatehouse.

DOUBTS AS TO EXACT DATE. 


Difference of Opinion IM 'to .W.b>u Ohio 


' Became M Stute. 


There is some doubt as to the exact 


date upon which Ohio became a state. 
Ohio never was a separate "territory,' 
being a part of the Northwest terri 
tory. fa .1801 the people living in the 
portion of the Northwest territory now 
embraced in the state of Ohio called 
a convention to frame a state consti- 
tution for the district which had. so 
up a claim to statehood under the prd- 
visioES of the-"fifth article of the or- 
dinance of 1787. That Convention met 
in Ctillicothe on 'Nov. 1, 1802,. and on 
Nov. 29 completed its work. The con- 
stitution thus framed was not: sub- 
mitted to the people, but was declared 
ratified by the convention, .itself. . On 
Feb.' 17, :i803, the United States con 
gre.<js passed an 'act admitting Ohio 
into the union as' a state, said act be- 
coming operative:upon the'assembling 
of the first state- legislature at Chilll- 
cothe. The first state legislature met 
at Chillicothe at 10 a. m. 'Tuesday, 
March 1,. 1803, and both houses imme- 
diately organized. Thus: there, are 
three dates about which opinions may 
differ as to1 the, exadt initial period of 
Ohio statehood.: They-are Nov. . 29, 
.1802, when the constitution was per- 
fected and ratified; Feb. 17, 1803, when 
congress, passed the 
act 
admitting 


Ohio, and March 1, 1803,.when the .leg- 
islature assembled and organized. The 
latter datfe appears to have the greatest 
claim,, in view .of the language' of the 
act of congress, and. the organization of 
the legislature. The two houses of the 
legislature met in joint session at 11 
a. m. March 3, 1803, to open and de- 
clare the result of the ballot for gov- 
ernor. Edward Tiffin 
was', declared 


elected, receiving 4,564 votes.

were no ballots cast against him. At 
1 o'clock p. m, the same day, Governor 
Tiffin, was sworn in at a joint session 
of the :two houses

ID' His Line, Fighting for 
Liberty— 


Operated All Over tbe World. 


Charles Becker, the "prince of forg- 


ers," one of the most dangerous men 
of his class which the world .ever pro- 
duced and who was once convicted and 
'sentenced to life imprisonment on the 
charge of raising a check from $12 to 
$22,000 and haying the check paid by 
the Nevada bank of San- Francisco, is- 
now passing through a. hew trial of his 
ease in San Francisco. 


, -This is the third trial on this one 


charge, the first ending in a convic- 
tion, from which an arrest was imme- 
diately taken., The second trial re- 


. suited in a- disagreement. 
This time, 


however, the prosecution believed that 
a conviction will be sRciired, as James 


- Cregan, who'was convicted wil.h aenk- 


er on the first trial, has turned against 
him and told (.he f u l l story of 
tbe 


crime... His confession so far has beefi' 
kept secret, but it, together with tha 
testimony of-.-uhc .Pinkrrtoii detectives. 


- 
who liyvo closely-.f.'jllov.-p.rl lie'ukor 
in 


-his career fur many .years, ami who 
arrested him as h« \viis about lo HR« 
from tiie country after t.hn pussjng of 
the -forged check, and also, t IIP. Insti- 
'-niony of the American Bankers' asso- 
ciation-, will, it is claimed, leave no 
loophole through which this prince of 
forgers can escape. 


The prisoner has a most interesting 


, career and- is, without 'question, the 
cleverest and most intelligent forger 
who ever came to the attention of 


stages of his career, but all bt itiem 
show him a criminal far above the av- 
erage in intelligence. 


For many years prior to his arrest in 


Philadelphia in 1896, Becker, Cregan 
and other of his associates had been 
swindling banks^ all over the United 
States with raised drafts. 
Becker al- 


ways attended to the altering of the 
.drafts, 
removing the 
writing with 


acids, restoring the most delicate tints 
to the safety paper and writing in the 
new amounts. 
When the amount of 


the genuine check or draft was per- 
forated or cut in the paper, he would 
fill in these perforations with paper 
pulp, then with hot irons press it out 
and perforate or cut the new figures 
to agree, with 
the amount. 
Even 


•with a microscope it was almost im- 
possible to detect the alterations. 


In 1R72, Becker, with -*hers, rob'bed 


the Third national hank 
" Baltimore, 


after which he and his pals fled to 
Europe, where they 
squandered the 


af tlua rohl-^xr then .B.ecker 


"and it was his wonderful brain that 
conceived 
the 
plan of organization 


against banks whereby he could keep 
far in the background and send much 
less important men to the front. 
He 


had the expert hand of' an artist and 
also the knowledge and ability to'lith- 
ograph drafts,, to 
manufacture 
the 


watermarks on. paper, to blend inks, 
and to construct special tools to assist 
him in making erasures on genuine 
drafts. 


Very little is known of 
his early 


days, hut his criminal career extends 
back to_ the early '70s. 
In appearance 


he looks like a prosperous business 
man and carries his age very well. He 
is now about 49 years old and probably 
.was.born in Germany .or came from 
".German parents, Vis h« speaks with a 


German accent. 
His forehead is high 


and altogether his facial, expression 
designates an intelligence which is but 
seldom found In any class of criminals.

ned to drug Mrs. Chapman, but in 
drugging .the liquor they gave her an 
overdose, which killed her,, she huv7 ;

were such as to almost defy detection, to a band of forgers and after suffi- 


cient training and fixing up', traveled! 
all over Europe, committing forgeries 
in every city of importance.

Becker and the gang was Carlos Sels- 
covitch, a'noted German forger. 
At. 


Smyrna, Turkey, they were put under 
arrest. 
Previous to their arrest ther 


had swindled banks on the continent 
out of thousands of 'dollars, securing 
$20,000 in Constantinople. 
As fast as 


the money was obtained it was sent to 
London to Mrs. Lydia Chaprnan, wifo 
of Joseph C. Chapman, one of th« 
members of the gang. 


After their arrest and trial, in tha 


English consular 
court at 
Smyrna, 


they were sent to the English prison at 
Constantinople to serve out sentences 
of three years each. 
In prison Beck- 


er spent all his idle time in plannins 
a means of escape. He soon managed 
to secure hold of the rope which wa« 
used to sound alarms to the governor 
of the prison. When a prisoner would 
escape this alarm would always • he 
.rung/-to notify the prison and civil 
guards. .- One-night .Becker .sounded 


to their" customer, the-WObcnancr Tjan-k. 


Seaver~-w'as;'the '• first- man" "arres'tedi 


being, tracked to St. Paul :and' Minne-. 
apolis. 
He was arrested in St. Paul, 


and shortly afterward McCluskey was 
caught in Minneapolis. In the mean- 
time Becker and Cregan were prepar- 
ing to leave the country and had gone 
so far as to buy their tickets to Guate- 
mala. 


The Pinkertons, however, were on 


their track, and arrested them in Phil- 
adelphia in May, 1896, on suspicion, 
but after they were released they con- 
iinued their preparations.to leave the 
country. 
McCluskey, who had been 


released by the western authorities for. 
lack of evidence against him, had 
come east and endeavored to get some 
money from 'Becker and Cregan in or- 
der to aid Seaver, but they declined to 
give anything. 
When Seaver learned 


that his former pals were deserting 
him he confesse'd to Capt. Lees of the 
San Francisco detectives and impli- 
cated both Becker and Cregan. 


An indictment was then secured and 


the Philadelphia.Pinkertons, who were 
cleverly following every move Becker 
and Cregan made, arrested them a sec- 
ond time in Newark, May 13, 1896. 
They were then taken west for trial. 
At the trial' in August of that .year 
both, men were convicted and Becker 
was sentenced to life imprisonment in 
San Quentin prison. It was one of the 
most remarkable 
trials on 
record.

bank of San Francisco. 
The draft 


was handed over to Becker, who alter- 
ed the date and changed the amount 
to $22,000. 
On Dec. 17 Seaver .depos- 


ited' this raised draft to his account in 
the Nevada bank and the next . day 
presented his check and was paid $22,- 
000 in gold. 
The forgery was not dis- 


covered until the Crocker-Woblworth 
hank rendered, its. monthly statement

employing the best of counsel, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that 
the prosecution could secure a convic- 
tion.

Becker again-' has good counsel, but 
the prosecution' apparently, has .the 
best of the cast.
